The 
transfer ivas made on the order of 
Deputy District Attorney William B. 
Smith at the sugg-estiofi" of Matron P. 
•Jj. White, and Drs. Hamlin and Kane 
were requested to 
inquire into 
the 


prisoner's mental 
condition with a 


••view to sending her to a State asylum 
/ior the insane. 
, When Mrs. Larldns first came into 
^the keeping of Matron White after her. 
^preliminary hearing in the police court 
she appeared to be rational enough 
nnd in a cheerful and hopeful frame 
of mind. 
A great change came over 


Cher, however, before she had been in 
'the county jail a week ana during- the 
'Jast ten days t'ho woman haa apparent- 
ly forgotten all about the alleged in- 
fidelity of her husband and her en- 
forced separation- from her little child, 
and nursed in her imagination intense 
.liatred towards all Callfornians. 
She 


has spent days and sleepless nights 
moaning in her cell and cursing the 
people. 
Repeated efforts have been 


made by the matron and several of 
lier friends, who have called on her, 
to get her mind bade upon some ra- 
tional subject, but in vain. 


The woman has eaten comparatively 


little since her mental collapse and 
slept hardly at all. This highly ner- 
vous condition hag finally wrecked her 
lin rnind and body and today as she liesj 
tin a cot at the receiving- hospital she 
presents the appearance pi.' a very 
sick woman, both physiclally and men-! 
tally. 


IN ASYLUM B'EFORE.,.. 


Mrs. 
Larkins was- committed to -the 
Insane asylum at Ukiah in October, 1909, 
•where- she remained a short time. She 
claimed at her hearing before a lunacy 
commission that her hxisband, who ;swore 
to the affidavit of insanity, was at that 
time in love with Mrs. Shaffer, and want- 
ed to railroad her to the asylum so that 
he could meet his alleged affinity with 
more freedom. 
This allegation, Larkins- 
clalmcd, had, inspiration simply in her 
imagination and went to prove that sha 
was Insane. The commission viewed the 
case in the litrlit of the husband and 
:EWommcmled this commitment. Friends 
o? Mrs. Larking still assert that when 
Mrs. Larkins was .sent to Ukiah -she was 
not Insane, that she had good grounds 
for the no Lion that her husband 
had 
transferred his affections to Mrs. Shaf- 
fer, 
and that subsequent events prove 
the facts alleged. 
At any rate, when 
Mrs. Larluns returned from Ukiah she 
found additional confirmation of'Larkins* 
infatuation for his alleged soulmate. 


RESUME OF SHOOTING. 


The ' story of tha shooting has been 
told in nil its details. 
It took place at 
thn rornur of Eighth and Clay streets 
shortly after 7 o'clock at night, and was 
witnessed by a number of people. Mrs. 
Shaffer was walking along Eighth street 
towards Broadway and as she reached

fire upon her victim and of the two shots 
fired one penetrated near the spine, but

Mrs. Shaffer 
has fully recovered from the assault.

when the woman first came to her she

in the Superior Court. The mental: col- 
lapse came suddenly and with It- Mrs. 
Larkins, who is naturally, a wom'an.: of 
refinement and of more , than ordinary 
geniality,

manked degree.. Her delusion seems to 
be $:hat the people of .California are 
in 
league against her with her 
husband, 
who is a Native Son, ' to put her away 
,so that he may have Mrs. Shaffer wlth- 
.ou't the annoyance of his .wife's interfer- 
ence. 
She rails against: the people and 
curses them out roundly. 
When, asked by an uncle who called 
on her. yesterday afternoon at the jail 
why! she swore so badly she replied that 
was the only way she could make any- 
body understand what she . said. 
"Mrs. Larkins is a very sick woman," 
said Matron White" this forenoon. "She 
is a mental wreck and an asylum is the 
place for her."

Again a bunch of busybodies are engage'd in the task: of. annex- 


ing all the cities and towns on the bay shore to San Francisco. These 
individuals are imbued with the peculiar notion that providence has 
somehow ordained that San Francisco should extend her dominion 
over her neighbors regardless of the rights, wishes and interests oi 
the contiguous communities. As fast 'as one scheme is balked and 
'defeated they invent another and come again. 


In this movement Albert H. Elliot is prominent. He .is always 


to the fore in any attempt to injure Oakland. Since -his elimination 
from the Council, Elliot's chief mission in life has been to annex 
Oakland to San Francisco. He is ready to sOutrage. justice in any 
way to consummate his design. His despite of Oakland is nearly 
equal to the despite in which he is held by the inhabitants of this 
city. 


For coadjutors Elliot has Henry Morse Stephens of Berkeley, 


who owes his presence in this community to the fact that he'is em- 
ployed as a teacher at the State University. He has made it a part 
of his business to treat O'akland and Berkeley as chattels of- San 
Francisco. Another of Elliot's pals in the annexation scheme is

Victor Robinson, who edits a Jim Crow sheet in. San Francisco 
called the Commercial News. 'Robinson boards.in Berkeley.

This triumvirate is put forward as representing the public senti- 


ment in Oakland and Berkeley. They represent nobody but them- 
selves. The method by which they propose to.carry out their'design 
shows that they are proceeding in defiance of the wishes .of, a vast 
majority of the inhabitants of Oakland and 'Berkeley. They want 
to leave the matter of annexation to a vote of all the communities 
involved, including San Francisco. As the inhabitants of San Franr 
cisco outnumber the inhabitants of all the other towns threatened 
with annexation, the proposition is simply <to-leave'it'to San Fran-r 
cisco whether or not the other towns shall be annexed. The pirati- 
cal character of such a proposition is obvious. 


The schemers do not propose that the citizens, of each town'shall 


decide for themselves whether they shall give up or retain, their 
municipal independence. Elliot and his pals propose to put it. in the 
power of San Francisco to dismember the .counties of Alameda,'San 
Mateo, Marin and Contra Costa without asking the consent of the 
inhabitants of those counties. Any person with a thimble full of 
•brains knows ;how that power would be exercised. All the counties 
around the bay would be despoiled to swell the population and/tax- 
able valuation of San Francisco. All. improvements on this side of 
the bay would have to wait upon the pleasure of the political pow- 
ers on the other side. Every effort would be made to stifle com- 
mercial progress in this city and to prevent harbor and; shipping- de- 
velopments on the eastern shore of the bay. The whole scheme is 
the outgrowth of unbridled greed and unscrupulous selfishness. :It 
.has a fitting advocate in Albert H. Elliot. It is vaudeville so far as 
Henry Morse Stephens is concerned. . Victor Robinson is merely 
trying to advertise his excuse for a newspaper.

It seems that Governor Foss owes his re-election in Massachu-

Sickles Blackballed. 


General Daniel E. Sickles, one of the two surviving corps com- 


manders of the Union Army in the Civil War, has been blackballed! 
for the second time by the military order of the Loyal Legion. 
"It-- 


is thought," says the Springfield Republican, "that his decision as 
head -of the New York division -for the erection of monuments on 
battlefields may have caused the trouble." General Sickles has never 
lacked for enemies. He was blackballed when the Loyal Legion was 
first organized, but one would suppose that the ancient animosities 
he provoked in his younger and more active days would have died 
out by this time. But it seems that they have not. 


General Sickles has- had a picturesque an'd stormy careen- He is 


now 86. • As corporation counsel he drew the original bill authoriz- 
ing the creation of Central Park. He xvas a Democratic Congress- 
man pfior to the Civil War, and caused a profound sensation by kill- 
ing, in Washington, Philip Barton Key, a Congressman from South 
Carolina and a relative of the author of the "Star-Spangled Banner." 
An illicit amour between Key and Mrs. Sickles prompted the deed. 


Sickles made a splendid record as a soldier during the "War of 


Secession, losing a leg at Gettysburg. He was for a time military 
governor of South Carolina and made something of a stir by com- 
pelling a Democratic procession to march under the American flag. 


He was afterwards minister to Spain, and married for his second 


wife a Spanish lady of great beauty and aristocratic connections. His 
^daughter by this marriage caused him much grief by her wild esca- 
pades. After his return from Spain, he served one or two terms as a 
Tammany Congressman. 
Disagreement with the 'Tarhmany leaders 


caused his retirement from 'Congress, but until recently- he has con- 
tinued to be more or less active a$ an attorney for corporations. 


The incident of his blackballing,in the boyal Legion has recalled 


General Sickles to public attention, with the result that the salient 
incidents in his long career are again being overhauled in the press. 
It is evident that his advanced age has not cooled the enmities he 
.provoked so freely in--his earlier-life.

in' 'experiments looking to printing 
without the use of ink by Cecil Bern- 
bridge

serving that 'the impression of a gold 
c'oin was .reproduced while he was 
making 
an -.electrical 
experiment. 


From .the accidental'impression of the 
gold coin Mr. Bembrldg'e pursued the 
same test with.silver and copper coins, 
In 'every case getting the. same re- 
sults. 
The imprint was the same 


brownish black and always . perfect, 
provided; one battery wire -rested, on 
the coin and the other on the tin 
plate.' .If. coins could make such, an 
imprint,'why .not type?

Following his-own questionings he 


produced a few linotype lines of print, 
assembled them and placed the type 
face do-wn on a'like sheet of moist 
paper resting upon a. like sheet -of

every letter showed from the tyjje 
ine's without blur or blemish arid in 
:he same shade .which had resulted 
in the- experiments with the various 
coins.'

For ten years Mr. Bembridge wres- 


tled with the .solution of his'problem^ 
Today -'he . announces .that; eyerythins 
is accomplished and proved, not only 
in the matter, of a jet black; print 
without ink, but asserts that he .is able 
to print a newspaper in-all1 the hues 
of a rainbow with the one contact. 


As explained by Mr. .Bembridge; his 


long searchings.into chemical, combi- 
nations 'for producing Jet black prints 
'led. ,him, on into electro-pigmentary 
'combinations producible- -by oxidizing 
processes.- More than all of this, how- 
ever, the .assertion is: made .that in 
treating "the w'hite paper' some of the 
cheapest" of 'elements serve the pur- 
pose admirably^ and at a cost far below 
that of the costly printer's inks. 


As to the presses for; .turning out 


the newspape^, .they are-greatly sim- 
plified, the- ink troughs and' rollers 
disappearing: altogether/ The, stereo- 
type'plate-is used and its position on 
the press'is thoroughly, insulated be-, 
low, .while .the roller. • surface which 
guides' the moist paper. also is in-.

mouthful you eat, every thread you wear,

.The annual report of the director and 


principal librarian of the British museum 
for last year shows that the number of 
visitors was 73D.S37, which was not quite 
equal to that of 1908, the year of tlie 
Franco-British exhibition, when the ag- 
gregate was the highest: recorded. 


Last year 670,104 visited the museum 


on week 'days, the highest figure since 
1905; while the Sunday total of 69;733 is 
the highest on record, with the exception 
of 190S, when so many foreigners were In 
London. 


Great progress has been made on the 


extension, building, -the main external 
structure having been almost completed, 
.while plans tor the Internal furniture and 
fittings were prepared. As many, as 374,- 
7S2 separate objects of all kinds have 
been incorporated in the collections of the 
several departments during the year, and 
in that of the printed books alone 62,172 
catalogue titles have been written. 
In 


the reading room 1,472,278 volumes have 
been supplied .to readers, and .It la note- 
worthy that a certain proportion of the 
accessions to the general library has been 
made-by International' exchange. 


The principal purchases in the depart- 


ment of printed books have been,lncunr 
abula, as many as 59 books printed In the 
fifteenth 
century having: been added. 


They include a copy of the valuable Zlnna 
Psalter, printed at the expense of the 
Emperors Frederick III,and Maximilian I 
In 1495: A notable, addition.,among later 
books is the' only work of Milton,which 
was not in the library. The copy of the 
"Catalogue of.Paintings and Drawings in 
Bupkingham ^alaee"^ that has been, pre- 
sented by the lord" chamberlain would 
have, been a more "suitable and useful ac- 
cession to the National Art library at 
South Kensington, '.which' does not meat 
with the patronage and public support 
that it: deserves. 


We read of such widely divergent ac- 


quisitions by: the British museum in a 
single year as the autograph memorandum 
by Nelson of October 9, 1805',, explaining 
for . the instruction of his captains'his 
plan for attacking the French at Trafal- 
gar'; the Diaries of Romney; 150 fragments 
of Coptic papyri; a"'remarkably nne and 
very long papyrus roll of "The Book of 
the Dead" In hieratic characters, written 
about 980 B.C.; a -large foundation'de- 
posit brick, of Rameses II from Bubastls; 
several examples of vases, Inscribed .tab- 
lets and pottery, and 65 coins, some of 
great rarity and dating from tl\e middle 
of the 
secon dcentury from a hoard 


found In Hampshire. 
It might escape 


public notice 'that the manuscript bibliog- 
raphy of numismatics has been continued 
and'brought.up to date, while the series 
of forgeries of Qreek 'coins has been ex- 
panded. 


.The department of prints and'drawings 


has been exceptionally fortunate in the 
generosity of George Salting, who. be- 
queathed 227 drawings, as well as 208 en- 
gravings, many" of them being of the 
highest importance and value. -Nor must 
the ancient Chinese paintings from the 
Wegener collection, the collection of etch- 
ings . of . the 
' late • .Sir Francis Seymour 


Haflen, the Jtobert Low collection of 
drawings or the engraved portraits pre- 
sented by Lady Layard be overlooked.—- 
The' Athenaeum.

' Councilman E. Q. Turner, commissioner 
fOf public \v-orhs, said that it was his de- 
'partment 
that 
required tho 
greatest 
amount of money. "My department," he 
'Said, "knocks the biggest hole in the 
(family exchequer. We have spent hun- 
dreds 
of thousands of dollars 
on our 


rEtreots and we need a prreat deal moro to 
•knep up such Improvements and to SMVO 
.the streets that have already been im- 
proved. 
If this city hasn't money enough 
to keep up tho repairs which are neces- 
sary to save the streets that have already 
'been improved, then we are jroing to havo 
a far greater expense to meet In. tho' 
future, for the streets will be BO far gono 
that repair will bo out of the question. 
"We will elmply have to reconstruct them. 
•"O'ur sewers are also in bad shape and 
need immediate attention. 
This work 
cannot be done unless wo have the money 


" to do it 
with. 
We must 
have 
more 
money; that must be plain to every citi- 
zen. The tax rate is too low, and we 
.cannot hope to keep abreast of the more 
progressive cities of the country unless 
we arrange for a greater revenue. 
I 
hope the audience will tako these matters 
home and do everything possible to help 
us solve tho problems that confront us." 
Councilman E. B. Norton, commissioner 


of public supplies, said that the needs of 
his department wero not so great as 


. those of the othor members of the. coun- 
cil; that he, being the commissioner of 
public supplies, didftho ependinp; for the 
others. "In this way," he said, "I know 
the needs of tho other departments, and- 
I .can assure you that the city's money 
Is. being spent as judiciously as it would 
be if we spent our own money. 
"Before any orders are placed or any 
/bills paid we go very carefully Into every 
detail so as to get the pcreatest possible 
returns on our investment. 
Wo need 
mpre money and must have It if you 
expect Berkeley to keep xip with other 
progressive cities. If the old administra- 
tion hnd been returned to office It would 
be before you asking for more money 
on which to run tho city. The tax rate 
Is too low. We must have more money 
either by increased tax rate, Increased 
assessments, a direct tax or a bond issue 
We need among other things a garbage 
Incinerator, and need it badly. Th'e street 
department and 
police and fire depart- 
ments are badly In need of more' funds. 
I think that the citizens of Berkeley are 
beginning to more fully understand jthe 
needs of the administration and I believe 
that they are going to help us to scilve 
these problems. 


MAYOR SPEAKS. 
Mayor Stitt Wilson spoke briefly! of 
the general needs of the city and ur^srt 
an Increased tax rate. He said that tho 
growing demands of Berkeley had gone 
beyond tha present Income and that i an 
Increase was vitally necessary. "I want 
ito go on record," he said, "as favoring 
'on Increase In the tax rate. That niay 
neem out of place cbminj? from a Social- 
ist mayor, but that Is just what I ad- 
vocate.-" 
"I love Berkeley. She Is the queen city 
of all this western country. I intend to 
make r.iy home here for a great many 
years after I have left the office of 
rnnynr. As r- citizen -and an oftlcial cf 
Berkeley, I want to see her forge ahead 
und si-asp the 
wonderful 
opportunities 
that are he'r's if she will accept therii. 
"This city should keep up with oi'her 
progressive cities, but she cannot dci it, 
on a village tax rate. 
We must have 
greater revenues. One tMng we need 
badly is municipal ownership of at least 
one public utility which would bring In a- 
revenue to the city. We have nothing 
at the kind, and it will perhaps be a Ion? 
t! trie- before we do. On the contrary we 
nr? beim; forced niore and more Into the 
r^ruis of monopolists. It

Former City Attorney Takes 


Issue With Wilson on the 


Water Compromise.

BERKELEY; NOV. 11.—A'S an 
after- 


m,atli of a clash between- former City 
Attorney B. D. M. Greene and Mayor J. 
Stitt Wilson, at'a Board of Trade meet- 
Ins: October 31, In which Greene defend- 
ed Mayor Hodghead and Ijook exception 
to Wilson's statements regarding the re- 
cent litigation compromise]!" between the 
city and the Peoples Water Company, 
tho attorney appeared last' night before 
the .Conference Committee of Improye- 
ment Clubs with tho request that 
the 


committee, arrange a debate on the ?ub- 
Jsct of-the advisability of the compro- 
mise, the affirmative to be supported by 
the mayor and the negative by himself. 


Greene stated that at the mass meet- 


Ins the mayor "had avoided answering 
his objections by stating that neither the 
time nor the place were opportune,'thus 
leaving the question npen for future dis- 
cussion and seemingly throwing down the 
gauntlet 
preliminary 
to " a 
debate. 


Greene's exception to the mayor's re- 
marks was based, on the assumption that 
the Injunction granted the water com- 
pany against the city council restraining 
the city from - enforcing tho ordinance 
providing for a reduction in the water 
rate, was '-not permanent, as Greene had 
understood the mayor to assert. 
The 


ex-city attorney stated that while the 
matter was in court -was the opportune 
time to -have obtained a court valuation 
of the company's plant; in order that a 
fair water rate might be fixed. 


DISAGREES WITH -MAYOR. 


Greene said he also believed that the 


statement of the mayor that to 
have 


thrashed the matter out In court would 
have cost from 
$15,000 to $26,000, was 


erroneous, and that the necesary litiga- 
tion 
would have really cost a much 


smaller sum. . He stated that ^he olty 
had plenty of money on hand to 'conduct 
such a suit, as the Hodghead administra- 
tion left a surplus of 512,700 in the trsas-' 
ury at the time of turning over the city 
government: to the present administra- 
tion, which would. hav6 been available for 
the expenses, of the suit. 


The, 
attorney 
concluded his remarks, 


and was asked by S. G. Brown of 
the 


North Grove Improvement Club to state 
his object In wishing to debate the ques- 
tion with'the mayor. Brown wanted to 
know what good would come to the cit- 
iiens of the city from such a debater- 
Greene replied that his object was to 
reply to the mayor, who had seemingly 
challenged him to.a public discussion of 
the matter. 
Chairman V. J. Robertson 


here' interposed, the objection that while 
he was deeply interested in the water 
question he objected to a debate with the 
mayor .under the auspices of the com- 
mittee, as :he feared that it would de- 
generate to a political harangue, 
and 


that the committee could not afford in 
any way to be a. party to a political dis- 
cussion. .Greene protested that he would 
in no way refer to the political aspect of 
the matter and that, In order not to take 
undue advantage .of the mayor, /he would 
allow him tho assistance of City Attorney 
Staats to handle the legal points in- 
volved, 
i 


Greene was .assured that .the commit- 


tee would consider the. matter of the de- 
bate and he left the meeting. 
In 
the 


discussion that followed Robertson stated 
that it was clear that the debate pro- 
posed would enter Into political matters, 
which the committee could not afford to 
have argued, under Its auspices. He said 
that he believed that Greene's object In 
seking a debate with the mayor was to 
reduce the 
present administration be- 


neath the status of the Hodghead admin- 
istration.

TISDALE OBJECTS. 


Secretary Tisdale here stated that he 


believed Green wished to. use the con- 
ference committee as the machinery 'to 
stage the proposed debate. 


"If Greene wants to debate with the 


mayor why doesn't he make the neces- 
sary .challenge by-letter himself Instead 
o£ approaching, us to do It 
for 
him?" 


asked the scribe. 
"The 
committee Is 


deeply Interested 
in '..the matter, 'but* 


rather than become a party to a political 
discussion I think it 'would be better for 
the committee to extend invitations to 
both Greene and. the mayor to "present 
their sides of the Question at different 
meetings." 


The committee concurred In. Tlsdale's 


view and a resolution was adopted to 
Invite Greene to make a .full exposition 
of his side of the question at the" next 
meeting. 
Tisdale then read IB. - recom- 


mendation'from the' mayor promising to 
give a full explanation of the reasons 
for compromising the water suit at -an 
early data and the committee decided to 
await the mayor's pleasure.

tion. 


It Is questions of ""the authorship'of

the hlcher criticism that; have caused 
the lack of Rvrnpathy betiween the -pro- 
fessor and the synod.

me from this position. Both the re- 
quest for my resignation and the di- 
rection for my removal are based 
upon a declaration of belief ..'that I

It will also show , the irrigated 
areas, the water resources of import- 
ance In Irrigation, and all of the co-op- 
erative and company canals. 
The field work of this Investigation 
•has already begun and the northeastern 
'counties of the State are covered. From 
eight to < ten men will be engaged on the 
investigation throughout the -winter, and 
it is expected that it will be completed 
by April.
